PITTSBURG, Oct. 10.—The startling 
discovery was made late today that the 
Adams Express company lias been vic- 
timized to the extent of $100,000, sup- 
posedly through the peculations of an 
employe. 


The following official statement of 


the affair is given the Associated Press 
for publication: 


"At 4.30 p. m., Monday, October 9th, 


n hank in 1'ittsbnrg delivered to 
the 


Adams Express company, at their office, 
at CIO Wood street, I'ittsburg, a pack- 
age of currency containing'$100,000. 'Of 
thi« amount $«0,000 was in $10 bills; 
$10,00 in $50 bills nnd the remainder, 
S10.000, in $5, $10 and .$20 bills. 
The 


package containing this large sum of 
money was consigned to a bank in Cia- 
einnati. 


"This package was r*eeivcd and re- 


ceipted for by Edward George Cunliffe, 
who was then acting in tlie place of the 
regular money cleric, who was ill. 


•Tunliffe left the office at the usual 


time lust evening and tills morning 
when he failed to report for duty a hur- 
ried examination was made of his de- 
partment. 
It was learned that about 


$1000 of funds entrusted to his care 
were missing.

Evidence Before Inresticatin« Body 


Shows Man Paymente for Elec- 


tion Campaign Fund*. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—The sessions 


of the insurance investigating commit- 
tee Trero terminated for the week at 
the adjournment today because of the 
death of S. Fred Nixon, speaker of the 
assembly 
of thc legislature of New 


York, at his home in Westfield after a 
second operation for appendicitis. 


The testimony today did not elicit 


any information of a sensational na- 
ture beyond what had been discounted 
in the testimony of previous witnesses, 
Ine feature, was tho presence as wit- 
nesses of the executive officers of the 
Mutual Life Insurance company. There 
were President Richard A. McCurdy 
and 
Yice-Prcsidcnt Grannis and Dr. 


Gillette. . 


While it had -been noted last week 


that 
some 
expenditures charged to 


legal expenses might have been con- 
tributions to campaign committees, it 
was announced definitely by Dr. Gil- 
lette that the Mutual Life Insurance 
company contributed $40,000 to the Re- 
publican national coinmitteo last fall, 
in 1900 $35,000 -was contributed, and 
in 1891! $15,000 was given for cam- 
paign purposes.- 


Dr. Gillette testified that he paid 


these amounts personally in cash and 
later in the day McCurdy said that 
while he knew campaign contributions 
had boon made, dij not know the 
amounts. 
He said that no contribu- 


tions had becu made to campaign com- 
mittees before 1896 and that no con- 
tributions to state or municipal cam- 
paigns had ever been made in Ithis or 
any other state. 


Vice-President 
Oransi.9 knew little 


about the contributions to campaign 
funds, but justified them on the same 
grounds as President John A. McCnll 
of the New York Life, that tho free 
silver plank in the Democratic plat- 
form was a menace to the interests of 
the. policy holders.

President McCnrdy was on thc stand 


all of the afternoon session. 


Toward tho close of the session Mc- 


Curdy made tho startling 
statement 


that an insurance company was not an 
institution founded to make money for 
the policy holders but'was, or should 
be, a great philanthropic 
enterprise, 


founded to increase and 
spread 
its 


benefits over the entire earth. 


"There 
has 
been a great mistake 


made," he said, "about thc real province 
of life insurance companies in these 
lattsr years. People have been led to 
believe that the main purpose was to 
make money for its policy holders. In 
my view that is not the purpose of 
such companies. They ore eleemosy- 
nary. When a man insures in a com- 
pany he should take into consideration 
the fact that he has entered a great 
philanthropic concern that is in duty- 
bound to spread itself, even though 
this growth prevents Mm from realiz- 
ing as much us he expectc^." 


Sir John LeUg, member of the British

Arthur J. Pillsbury, secretary of the 


State Board of Examiners, who i» in

writes from Rochester, Xew York, un- 
der date of September 26th, concerning 
an orphans' clearing house: 


Michigan and Minnesota, and perhaps 


. othpr states, have what they call "state 
i schools'' for dependent children, and the 
I one at Coldvrater, Michigan (a most de- 
, lightful little city, by the way), has 


furnished the model for the other*, and 
a very good, model it is. 


Michigan does not attempt to care 


directly for any considerable number of 
dependent children. 
It leaves a large 


Burden to private 
philanthropy, 
and 


whether that 
burden be 
adequately 


borne or not I am not yet able to say. 
However, the service performed by the 
state is a useful one and. well performed. 


This sen-ice consists in gathering to- 


gether iu one institution such children 
:is the probate courts adjudge depend- 
ent or neglected and making them lit 
to go into homes to be reared as o-.vn 
children. 


The Stern Penalty of Poverty. 


The system of gathering in and plac- 


ing out'is elaborate. 
The superintend- 


ent of the poor in each county, upon 
finding a dependent child, petitions to 
the probate court to have such child 
adjudged dependent. 
The hearing is 


fairly speedy, is inexpensive and the 
county bears the cost. 
Once adjudged 


dependent or HI treated, the state- of 
Michigan assumes nil responsibility for 
the child's future, and the parent loses 
all control over such child. 
If at any 


time thereafter a child is returned to 
a parent it is a matter of favor ttnd 
not of right. . The penalty of poverty 
is the loss of children as well as prop- 
erty. 


Here lies a difference between the 


California and the Michigan system of 
caring for dependent children, which I 
•wish could sink into the public mind 
and heart. 
Because a, widow is left 


with little children on her hands which 
she is unable to support, California does 
not add to her bereavement the heart- 
break of taking her children from her 
and putting them out among strangers. 


C'liiifornin, far more generously, and 


more 
wisely, as I believe, 
stretches 


forth a kindly 
and aiding 
hand in 


cither of two ways. 
The widow may 


send her children to the orphanage of 
her choice where the 
state will help 


support them, or she may keep them 
under any roof with which she may be 
able to cover them and the stale will 
Help to care for them there. 
Even in 


cases where the parents have been neg- 
lectful of parental 
duty, 
California 


will let them have their children again 
if they will mend their ways, and many 
a recreant mau and woman has been 
won back to frugality and decency that 
they* might win back 
their children. 


I Michigan can show no such record us 


this.' 


Children Are in Demand. * 


Nevertheless, Michigan 'shows a good 


record as far as that record goes. ;lt 
sustains a state agent who ceaselessly 
searches for childless homes' in which 
to place homeless children. 
This work 


is under the. supervision of the superin- 
tendent of the state school and the re- 
sult of the work is that there are hun- 
dreds of applications for chiWren be- 
yond the power of the state to supply 
the demand. 


To be certain that the child is well 


oared for in the home, the state main- 
tains a paid visitor in each county of 
tlie state. 
These visitors receive from 


the state $3 for each visit, besides nec- 
essary traveling expenses, but is limited 
to J100 to J150 per year. 


The -ftafo general agent visits all the 


children once a year. 
Sick children 


or children suffering from remediable 
defects uro. sent to the state hospital 
at Ann Arbor for scientific treatment.

summed up the situation by saying: 


"While-buyers, as intimated, have ex- 


pected a high opening they seem to 
hesitate to confinh orders. 
"Represent- 


atives of coast selling .interests, how- 
ever, expect them to take some time 
to consider the situation and are not 
trying to force matters. It is contended 
that the prices arc fully warranted by 
the conditions. 
The crop is conserva- 


tively estimated at 1800 to 2000 cars, 
against 4000 cars last year, with no 
carryover. 
While 
it is held to be 


ciuitc certain that consumption will be 
curtailed, taking the year through, it 
is not believed that the prices will'-have 
very much influence upon consumption 
during the two greatest raisin months, 
November nnd December. 
The expe- 


rience of last year 
when prices were 


opened fairly high and almost imme- 
diately reduced is not likely to be re- 
peated, for the'reason, as claimed, that 
outside competition in seeded, in which 
the bulk of the business is now done, 
is lighter. 
Cutting of prices bv the 


dividing of selling commissions is also 
eliminated as an unsettling factor for 
the reason that the brokers' commis- 
sion is said to have been fixed at 2% 
per cent instead of 5 per cent, as herc"- 
t of ore.

System Will Be Turned Over to Newly 


Organized Corporation. 


About the 1st of January the water 


works system will be transferred to a 
new corporation which shall be known 
as the Fresno City Water Works. The 
articles of incorporation wei-e filed yes- 
terday and the names of the directors 
placed 'm the paper shows that the pro- 
moters of tlie new company are the 
same ns those who have been interested 
in the old. A. G. Wishon, W. E. Durfey. 
H. P. Baumgartner, Joseph H. Xewliu 
and Louis Einstein are the directors. 
Thc capital stock of the new company 
is iv.it at $350,000. 


For some years the company now 


handling the water has been under the 
receivership of Joseph H. Kewlin of Tx)S 
Angeles. 
Manager Wishon says that 


the works liave 
been 
unsatisfactory 


largely because tlie whole of tho capi- 
tal "stock was taken up in equipment 
and there was no money to go on for 
further in-.nrovements. 


Thc new company has .«100.000 more 


capital stock than the old. Wishon says 
that it is the plan to spend most of 
that in improving the system. Between 
now and January 1st about S20..000 will 
be expended in" improvements. A lot 
at the corner of McKenzie and Clark 
streets has been bought and a pumping 
plant will very shortly be put up. The 
lot will be planted with trees and grass. 


The exact date of the transfer from 


the old company to the new has not 
tw;en decided upon. The business affairs | 
of the old must be fully settled and;
